The problem of power loss is even more acute akwhere emergency generators exist, they can gedar all of our accustomed comforts and
efficiencies. But generators provide a lot momntkhat.

For years now, emergency generators have delisafedy and security at hospitals, nursing homeg) hise buildings, shelters, schools, radio and
TV stations, hotels, retail stores, grocery stoagmorts, malls, stadiums, banks, telephone compaand a whole lot more. They provide emer-
gency electrical power for heating systems, elagatfire alarm systems, fire sprinkler systems, legnabatement, emergency communications,
dangerous chemical processes that cannot be safglged, exit and egress lighting, automatic daams, lifts used by disabled persons, among
other things.

However, the weekilyspection and monthliesting are the responsibility of
the owner.

NFPA 110 defines two levels of emergency poweresyst_evel 1 and Level 2. Most systems are LeveThese are in place where the absence of
electrical power can result in injury or death. &kt systems back up safety equipment or essemtigesses like lighting, fire protection and
alarm equipment, elevators, doors, etc. Less impbrystems, like those used for agricultural psegmr waste treatment, are considered Level 2.

The most important thing you can do in order tdilfufour responsibilities under the building aricefcodes is to perform your weekly inspections
and monthly tests.
